Another dread sea disaster occurred 
this week, resulting in the loss of nearly 
a hundred lives when the steam 
schooner San Pedro collided with the 
passenger steamer Columbia at Shelter 
Cove, a few miles south of the Hum¬ 
boldt county line, while the steamer 
was en route to Portland, Ore., from 
San Francisco. The collision occurred 
at midnight Sunday night when all on 
board save the lookout and officer on 
the bridge were asleep in their berths.

Dear Sir:—The old saw that “sorry 
weeds grow apace” was never more for¬ 
cibly bronght to my mind than during 
the last week, when, after an enforced 
absence of two months, I returned to 
Sierra Madre and found my tract and 
the streets covered with weeds from two 
to ten feet high.

Do the Georgians expect to have the 
change adopted generally, wherever the 
mocking-bird has his habitat, or is the 
songster to be the Lanier only in Georgia 
and the mocking-bird elsewhere? 

It strikes us that at this time it would 
be about as easy to change the name of 
the mocking-6ird as it would be to re- 
christen the barn-yard rooster. 

The New York Evening Sun presents 
the following comments: 

It is not that the South loves Lanier 
less nor the mocking-bird more. "The 
gentle spirit of the dead poet” himself 
is invoked in protest against the pro¬ 
posed outrage. Says a Georgia memor¬ 
ialist in the public prints: “He needs 
no such monument .... and the living 
do not want it.” Consider this appeal: 

“‘Listen to the mocking-bird'—mar¬ 
velous minstrel of the field—fluttering [ 
in ecstacy from the free hand of God j 
throbbing with a miraculous melody of i 
song, he fills the soul of man with won¬ 
der and admiration.

The mocking-bird is preeminently the 
• songster of the South. Its very mention 
calls up a thousand pictures unforget- 
able to Southern memory. California 
claims her full share of these birds, and 
their singing may be heard daily and 
nightly. Nothing is quite so soothing 
or comforting to the wearied mind or 
body after the labors of the day as the 
soft, mellow chirping of a mocking-bird, 
coming from somewhere out of the foli¬ 
age of an orange or pepper tree. Sierra 
Madre people arc thrice blessed with 
its presence, as the district abounds 
in the songsters. The a^verage Easterner 
who comes here generally manages to 
mistake a bat or turkey buzzard for a 
mocking-bird, and as a rule he or she is 
quite apt to be disappointed on first 
hearing our favorite. Which calls to 
mind the old saying. Wherever you go, 
don’t expect too much and you won’t be 
di.srtppoiiiled. 'Tis wiiispercd there are 
kickers in Heaven. Because one fails 
to hear the bird cackle like a duck, crow 
like gobbler or squeal like a hen, is no 
good reason for branding him as a fakir. 
Southerners love him just the same. It 
is his nature to blossom into song as it 
is the rosebush to garland itself with 
flowers. His is the Voice of the Infinite. 

But the bird’s name ^s not so sweet as 
its song, and, according to the “Scrap 
Book,” there has lately been a movement 
in favor of changing its name to Lanier, 
after the famous Southern poet.
